NEIGHBOR CITY PLANS $488,000 

ISSUE TO BUY NEW FIRE TRtfCK, 

ALARM SYSTEM AND WATER 
PLANT OF PENINSULA COMPANY 

The city trustees of San Mateo at 
their regular meeting Monday night 
heard the first reading of the new city 
ordinance calling for a special city 
election to vote on $438,000 bonds. If 
the board takes favorable action on 
the ordinance at its next meeting, as 
there is every indication it will, the 
election will be held November 10th. 

The ordinance calls for a vote on 
three propositions. The first is for a 
new fire truck of the most modern 
type, costing, with all accessories, 
$14,000. 

The second proposition is to pro¬ 
vide a four-circuit fire alarm system. 
This will cost the city of San Mateo 
$24,000 to install. 

The remainder of the money, $400,- 
000, is te provide for the purchase of 
the Peninsula Water Company and 
( '||he establishment of a municipal 
water plant. By this purchase the 
City would secure permanent right to 
the use of 300,000 gallons of water 
for daily use from the Spring Valley 
lakes.

The memorial fund campaign will 
be conducted through the week of Oc¬ 
tober 20th-27tli, when $5,000,000 will 
be collected through popular subscrip¬ 
tions throughout the nation. This 
fund will provide for the erection of 
a monumental memorial at Washing¬ 
ton, the creation of a memorial park at 
Oyster Bay and the possible endow¬ 
ment of an American national uni¬ 
versity for the teaching of American¬ 
ism* The apportionment for San 
Mateo county in this campaign is 
$3000. 

The Roosevelt Memorial Associa¬ 
tion, the national non-partisan organ¬ 
ization which is back of this Ameri¬ 
canization movement, has just com¬ 
pleted organization plans for the en¬ 
rollment of all subscribers to the 
memorial fund as life members of the 

association.

W. J. TOBIN SUCCESSFUL BIDDER; 

CITY GETS OFFER FOR BONOS 

FROM BANK OF ITALY; MANY 

“WELCOME HOME” BILLS PAID. 

W. J. Tobin of Oakland was the 
successful bidder for the constructing 
of the sewer on Commercial avenue 
from Chestnut avenue to Ashton ave¬ 
nue, bids for which work were 
opened at the meeting of the board of 
city trustees Monday night. The total 
of the items in Mr.' Tobin’s bid was 
$1681.56. Five other bids were re¬ 
ceived, the bidders being D. O. Church, 
1 James T. Tobin, Moran Improvement 
Company, T. E. Clinch, and Charles 
Lindgren, and the amounts of the bids 
$3159.50, $2328.44, $2279.13, $2289.15, 
and $2657.22, respectively. Mr. Tobin 
stated he wished to begin the work 
very soon to have it as far along as 
possible before the rains come. 

The city received the second offer 
for its bond issue of $129,000 at the 
meeting. It came from the Bank of 
Italy, and was in the nature of a trade 
for United States 4% per cent Victory 
bonds. A representative of the Bank 
of Italy attended Monday night’s 
meeting and tendered the bank’s offer. 
His proposition was that the city ex¬ 
change all or any patt of its bond 
issue with the bank for an equal value 
| in Victory bonds, then, as the city 
i needed money to build the proposed 
city hall, sewer extensions, or electric 
fire alarm system, the purpose for 
which the bonds were voted, the bank 
| would buy back the Victory bonds. 
' As the city bonds draw 5 per cent in- 
J terest and the government bonds 4% 
per cent, thus entailing a loss to the 
\ city of one-quarter of 1 per cent, the 
! offer was not accepted, although it 
I had some features to recommend it 
' such as the possibility of Victory 
bonds going above par. The board 
j members were unanimous in their 
opinion that, as it is not known yet 
how soon the money for the work will 
be needed as it is still uncertain when 
the work will start, the matter 
should be held in abeyanco for a 
j time. 

A communication was read from 
! the Methodist church in answer to a 
request from the city that the church 
put a price on its property in the 
block where the proposed civic center 
is to be. The letter stated that the 
church would accept the lot at the 
souhwest corner of Spruce and Grand 
‘avenue and $3500 to boot, provided 
the city would pay for moving the 
church to this lot and place it on a 
good foundation. The city clerk was 
instructed to write the church officials 
that their offer was declined with 
thanks and that it was felt the proper 
civic spirit was not shown when the 
offer was made. 

A large number of bills connected 
with the recent “welcome home” cele¬ 
bration were presented at the meeting 
and ordered paid. The amount of 
these bills shows that when the costs 
of the affair are all settled the total 
will amount to about $1500. 

A letter was read from Andrew 
Hynding, urging the planting of trees 
along the parkways of the city 
streets. A. McSweeney, recently ap¬ 
pointed a committee of one by the 
Chamber of Commerce to place this 
matter before the city officials, ap¬ 
peared and told of investigations he 
had been making as to the best trees 
to plant. Action was postponed until 
next meeting.

The party, seven in all, had been 
down the peninsula on a Sunday out¬ 
ing and were returning to the city 
when the accident occurred shortly 
after midnight. Passengers on the 
car and witnesses of the accident de¬ 
clare there was a large quantity of 
liquor in the auto and that the men 
bore every evidence of being more, or 
less intoxicated. The motorman of 
the car says he saw the machine ap¬ 
proaching at a rapid rate and’ swerv¬ 
ing from side to side. He declares his 
car was not traveling fast and his 
passengers corroborate his statement. 
According to Constable Landinl of 
Daly City, it seemed that Finn, who 
was driving, saw the street car and 
tried to beat it to the crossing. The 
impact was terrific. Finn was thrown 
about thirty feet and the machine was 
practically demolished.

Finn 
died shortly after reaching the hos-

TOWNOFCOLMA 
VISITED BY 
FjRE 

NEIGHBORING CITY HAS WORST 
FIRE OF ITS HISTORY THUR8- 
DAY; TWO BUSINESS BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED; LOSS ABOUT $20,000 


The town of Colma was visited by 
the most serious fire of its history 
Thursday afternoon and evening, 
when the El Dorado garage and a 
two-story store and residence build¬ 
ing adjoining were destroyed with a 
loss of over $20,000. The garage be¬ 
longs to C. Pocci and Mr. Palmoggy, 
the other building to Mrs. A. Rubin, 
Mrs. Rubin and her two daughters be¬ 
ing the occupants of the apartments 
on the second floor. The store room 
on the ground floor was vacant. Sev¬ 
eral automobiles which were in the 
garage at the time of the fire were 
also destroyed. 

The fire started in the garage from 
an explosion of gasoline. Because of 
inadequate fire-fighting facilities much 
difficulty was experienced in fighting 
the flames. The arrival of fire ap¬ 
paratus from San Francisco was, 
probably, all that saved other build¬ 
ings near by from destruction. In all, 
three fire companies from the city 
took part in the battle which lasted 
from about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when the fire started, until nearly 
nfldnight, when the flames were at 
last gotten under control. After the 
arrival of the city fire fighters over a 
half mile of hose'had to be laid to the 
nearest hydrant at Duly City. 

An appeal for aid was sent to the 
fire department of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, but as Fire Chief Truax knew- 
that hose would have to be laid to 
Daly City and as the apparatus here 
carried only 1500 feet of hose, the 
local department did not respond. 

Colma was practically cut off from 
telephone communication witli other 
points today, as a number of telephone 
poles were burned ’off and the wires 
put out of commission. 

It is reported that the garage was 
insured but that the Rubin building 
carried no Insurance. 

HUNTERS’ POINT IS

Aided by Supervisors Welch, Kor- 
tick and Gallagher, the Southern Pro¬ 
motion Association has been leading 
the fight for Hunters Point. Its 
membership roll is made up of the 
big industrial and wholesale firms in 
the district south of Market street, 
San Francisco. A recent membership 
capipaign has netted 180 new mem¬ 
bers. 

Supervisor Welch, chairman of the 
streets committee of the board of 
supervisors, has notified the associa¬ 
tion that district improvements to the 
extent of nearly $250,000 will be 
started Immediately.

There is a district in Cincinnati where the inhabitants have developed a 
peculiar ambition. They want to be like villagers, and to know each other 
by their first names all over the neighborhood. 

This is not a brainstorm on their part. It Is not the doctrine of some 
new thought school. They have realized that all members of a community 
have a material advantage if they know each others’ merits, abilities, quali¬ 
fications, and so forth.- Tills condition is possible without intrusion into the 
private affairs of individuals. 

In each neighborhood there are generally a few physicians. Also a few 
people with specialized mechanical ability. There are women who have de¬ 
veloped themselves above the average at cookery, and other domestic 
sciences. And no neighborhood can get all there is to be got out of itself, 
unless it knows what it has for distribution. 

This Cincinnati neighborhood began its local inventory by enlisting the 
services of a woman who knew a large number of people In the district. It 
was made her business to get them acquainted—in a tactful way, without 
using bale-hooks. The experiment succeeded remarkably 4 well, and the dis¬ 
trict has enjoyed a community life for the last two years. The purpose of 
the scheme was not sentimental or social, but practical and material, and it 
has always remained so. 

In large cities like Cincinnati, where it is only rarely that any one knows 
more than one or two*people on the same block, a consummation like this Is 
u real achievement. Which inclines one to ask whether we In South San 
Francisco, who have no excuse for aloofness, are as well acquainted as we 
bhould be with one another.

PROLONG TOUR SHOES’ LIFE 


Graham Pudding. 

1*4 cups graham flour. 

% cup molasses. 

% cup melted fat. 

% cup milk. 

1 egg. 

% teaspoon soda. 

1 teaspoon baking powder, 
cup raisins. 

% teaspoon salt. 

Spices. 

1. Mix all and beat well. 

2. Fill buttered molds two-thirds 
full and steam two hours. 

3. Serve with sauce.

4. Mix two tablespoons flour and 
and one cup sugar and add to the 
vinegar, stirring constantly to pre¬ 
vent lumping. 

5. Add one tablespoon butter. 

5. Pour the mixture over sliced 
beets and serve on lettuce salad. If 
desired mayonnaise may be added. 
This will keep indefinitely. 


Have shoes carefully fitted. Well- 
fitting shoes look better and wear bet¬ 
ter, besides being more comfortable. 
Poor quality shoes are seldom eco¬ 
nomical. 

Alternate two pairs; they last 
longer. Slip shoe-trees into shoes 
when you take them oft; it makes 
them keep their shape longer. 

Keep shoes clean and well-brushed; 
a dressing made with a little oil, well 
rubbed in, prolongs the wear of 
leather and kid. 

Clean canvas shoes on shoe-trees 
to prevent shrinking. Sponge with a 
little water and soap that contains 
whiting or use a commercial cleanser. 

| Dry wet shoes slowly on shoe-trees 
| or stuff with paper. 

Protect shoes with rubbers in wet 
weather. Even with careful drying 
the moisture tends to rot the sewing 
threads. 

Do not wear run-down heels; they 
will spoil the shape of the whole 
shoe. 

Have small rips mended at once; 
often they can be sewed at home.

A LITTLE WORK PROLONGS 

WEAR OF UNDERGARMENTS 


HOW TO SAVE BY TREATING 

OUTER GARMENTS WITH CARE 


Outer garments which are given 
careful attention wear so much longer 
and look so much better than those 
which are neglected that time used 
In caring for them is well spent. 

The following hints for their care 
are given by home economic experts 
in the United States Department of 
Agriculture; 

Hang outer garments carefully 
when not in use. Plenty of rods and 
hangers save space and prevent wrin¬ 
kles. 

Keep covers over delicate garments 
or others worn only occasionally to 
protect against dust and rubbing. 

Do not keep partly soiled garments 
in an unaired place. They are likely 
to become discolored. 

Fold carefully all garments kept in 
drawers or boxes. 

In putting garments away for the 
seaspn, guard against wrinkling, 
stretching, fading, and insects. Fold 
so that creases will correspond as far 
as possible with the folds into which 
the garment firtls in use. Do not allow 
weight to rest on folded garments. 
Garments of firm materials may be 
left hanging if carefully covered 
• against dust.tand insects; but sleazy 
materials, heavily trimmed garments, 
and circular skirts are likely to be 
stretched out of shape by their own 
weight. Keep in the dark to avoid 
change in color. 

Removable and washable collars, 
cuffs, and linings save cleaning in 
women’s dresses, waists, and coats. 


When making undergarments, rein¬ 
force the parts which are subject to 
hard wear. Sew buttons on children’s 
garments through several thicknesses 
of cloth to prevent tearing out. 

Run a few threads back and forth 
in the heel and toe of a new stocking. 

Darn promptly small holes in 
stockings and other knitted under¬ 
wear. A stitch in time saves the gar¬ 
ment. Rub a piece of soap across the 
end of a run to stop the run until you 
can mend it, suggests the home 
economic experts in the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Wash stockings frequently. It pre¬ 
vents continued strain on the same 
part of the stocking and rotting and 
change of color from perspiration. 

Wash new stockings before wearing 
to remove the sizing; otherwise holes 
may appear at once. 


When the child reaches the age of 
6 or 7 years, the time to begin school, 
new problems present themselves in 
child feeding, because the school 
lunch must be carefully considered 
and planned. This lunch should be 
planned with reference to breakfast 
and supper. 

As milk is the main diet for the 
younger child, bo is the sandwich for 
the lunch of the child of school age. 
Yeast bread is more easily digested 
than most of the quick breads. White, 
whole wheat, graham, raisin, nut, and 
brown bread may be used. The bread 
should be one day old. The butter 
should be soft enough to spread 
easily. Sandwiches are best when 
wrapped in oil paper to keep moist.
